Washington, February 24 -—Senator 
Bimmons, of North Carolina. spoke in 
the senate today on the Aldrich cur- 
renoy bill. 

Mr. Simmons stated that he had re-

No panic wtll be due In the or- 
dinary course of events for many years 
to come ‘The present demand is not for 
money to stay a panic but to supply 
extraordinary demand which requires 
each autumn and winter abou; $200.- 
000.000 or $300.000.000 In spot cash to 
@enabie the farmers of the country to 
harvest and market thetr crops.” 

There are already many kinds of 
money, and there is not a single dollar 
of this money that cannot be {issued at 
@ profit of 6 per cent interest, he said. 

“Now,” he added, “you propose to 


make a heavily taxed money that can- 


not be loaned for less than 8 or 10 per 
eent. If this bill ts passed there ts the 
kind of money which wil! be supplied 
to the farmer.”

New York, February 24.—There was 
hardly enough motor power in the gtock 
market today to cause any defined cur- 
rent in the prior movement. Only about 
half a dozen stocks were traded in to 
the extent of more than a few hundred 
shares. Contending parties amongs; the 
room traderg made the varying fluctu- 
ations in these few stocks. Ag for any 
general outside interest in the market, 
either in the way of speculatiove ven- 
tures or of investment demand, or of 
marketing of holdings, the situation 
was one of profound neglect. The spec- 
ulative attitude evidently is one of 
waiting for new developments. A 
change in conditions, whether in the 
country’s trade and industry, or in the 
demand from capital for investment, is 
expected to arouse the situation in the 
securities market. The outlook ig not 
altogether pessimistic in the financial 
district in that there is hopefulness 
prevalent that the limits of the actual 
contractions in business are i being 
touched. The arrest of the heavy ac- 
cumulation of !dle freight cars, re- 
sumptions in>some directions o” work 
by idle factories, a better showing of 
bank clearings, compared with last 
year’s levels than for a time, and 
other indexes, are regarded as evidence 
of this check to the contraction. But of 
actual revival of industry, there is not 
yet sufficient sign to prompt any spec- 


‘ulative commitments looking to higher 


values. Fears of a resumption at in- 
tervals and in special securities of the 
kind of forced liquidation which spot- 
ted last week’s stock market, is an ad- 
ditional deterrent. The covering up of 
shorts in the market preliminary to 
last week's holiday seemed to exhaust 
the outstanding open accountg in the 
market. Efforts were made to extend 
the upward movement from this cause 
today. The effort was confined to the 
coppers, Readings and the Pacifics. The 
movement in the coppers was hampered 
by a renewed decline in the price of 
copper warrants in the London market 
and by discouraging reportg from tne 
trade as to accumulation of stocks and 
continued sluggishness of demand. 
There were persistent reports also of 
instability in the tron market, al- 
though explanations were offered on 
behalf of the principal producers that 
cutting of prices was confined to smal}l- 
er interests to an amount of sales that 
made a negligitle quantity. The United 
States Steel stocks, however, were 
somewhat affected by the reports and 
their depression interrupted the slow 
advance in other stocks. 

Raidroad traffic officials had little 
change in conditions to report. Slight 
increases in movement of merchandise 
in less than carload lots was contrasted 
with a falling off in. the grain move- 
ment, the decline in prices of grain 
leading apparently to tne lessened of- 
ferings. A sharp rebound in wheat 
prices also was the result of this show- 
ing. Snow storms, while interrupting 
traffic to some extent, were considered 
beneficial to wheat crop prospects by 
providing a covering for the winter 
sown grain. 

London talked of a probable coming 
reduction in the Bank of England dis- 
count rate and the private discount 
rate declined at Berlin, while Paris 
talks of the present capital situation 
there as one of redundancy. There were 
cabled reports of the presence in for- 
eign centers of agents seeking to find 
a market for intended new American 
corporation secuities. Arbitrage brokers 
for foreign commission houses, how- 
ever. sold stocks on, balance in this 
maryget. Sterling exchange rates, nev- 
ertheless, receded considerably below 
last week’s level. The sub-treasury has 
taken up some large sums from the 
money market in the new panking week 
and the explanation is made that re- 
turn of government deposits has been 
made by some of the vanks voluntarily, 
on account of the cheapness of money 
at the present time.

Pence at Liverpoo! 


Market Opened Strong and Active 
at Chicago—Reaction Later, but 
Wheat Closed Strong With 
May One and a Half 
Cents Higher. 


Chicago, February 24.—Strong and 
higher markets at Liverpool and on 
the continent of Europe made a like 
market in wheat here today. At the 
close May wheat was ! !|-2c higher. 
Corn was unchanged. Oats were 1|-8@ 
i-4c lower. Provisions were 21-2@ 
7 4-2c higher. 

The wheat market opened = strong 
and active because of an advance of 
more than 2d at Liverpool, which vas 
based on the expectation of decreased 
shipments from Argentina. A large de- 
crease in the visible supply steadied 
the market at the advance. A reaction 
set in later because prices for cash 
wheat did not follow the advance. 
Selling pressure was not heavy, how- 
ever, at any time through out the day. 
The foreign statistics were bearish and 
included an increase of 4,208,000 bush- 
els in the visible supply of breadstuffs 
on ocean passage, bringing the total 
to 54,624,000 bushels, the greatest 
quantity ever recorded. The strength 
of the market abroad, however, offset 
all bearish influences. The close was 
strong. May wheat opened /7-8c to 
|! i-4c higher at 941-8 to 941-2c, sold 
between 941-8 and 95 1-4c and closed 
at 943-4c. Clearances of wheat and 
flour were equal to 512,000 bushels. 
Primary receipts were 688,000 bushels, 
against 1,199,000 bushels on the same 
day last year. Minneapolis, Duluth and 
Chicago reported receipts of 488 cars, 
against 373 cars last week and 888 cars 
one year ago. 

The corn market was firm at the 
opening, partly in sympathy with 
wheat and also because of small local 
receipts and unsettled weather in the 
corn belt.
